SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 
I respectfully submit my seventeenth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools. 


Supervision 

‘In my report last year I discussed the early 
stages of the process of learning to read, covering 
the work of the first two grades. I pointed out that 
we make several sections in each grade in order to 
have each pupil placed at the reading level at which 
he can do his best work. This procedure is now ef- 
fective in the third grade as well as in the first two 
grades. 

Sectioning by reading levels in these grades 
proves to be advantageous and is in itself nothing 
particularly new. As a given child shows readiness 
for the next succeeding reading level or stage, he is 
advanced sometimes with the same group and some- 
times into the next group ahead; and of course slow- 
er learning pupils are sometimes outstripped by the 
others in a group and join the next group that comes 
along into that stage. Each child is thus enabled to 
progress according to his own ability and is not 
forced to take the pace of faster or slower pupils. 

It may prove to be more satisfactory, after some 
further experience with this plan, to designate 
pupils below the fourth grade according to reading 
levels instead of classifying them as_ grade one, 
grade two, or grade three; and promote from level 
to level at such times during the year as the chil- 
dren acquire mastery of the reading level in which 
they have been placed. Pupils would then be pro- 
moted into the fourth grade when they were ready 
to enter upon the study of the content subjects that 
usually begin in the fourth grade, and only when the 
pupil is ready to do so with assurance of success, 
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whether the time required to attain such mastery 
has been three years or four. 

Reasonable mastery of the fundamental tech- 
niques of reading is essential to success throughout 
the remaining school years, and to permit a child to 
advance before mastery is attained is to give him a 
handicap that may later prove disastrous not only to 
his success in the content subjects but to develop- 
ment of his personality or individuality. 

In all our plans and procedures we must think 
in terms of the individual child and remember that 
he grows as a whole. This is true not only of his 
years in the primary grades but throughout his 
school life. All the time that a child is increasing in 
skill and in understanding, he is also forming atti- 
tudes and ideals and interests that will contribute 
more to the development of his personality than all 
of the subject matter he may be able to absorb and 
retain. The facts a child learns slip away quickly, 
but the thinking habits he acquires and the attitudes 
and ideals formed are apt to be permanent. 

The type of report card that we had developed 
in the previous two years for first and second grades 
is now adapted to the third grade as well. By this 
means we are trying to give the parent definite in- 
formation as to the child’s growth in reading and to 
point out the things that may be preventing more 
rapid growth. We believe this is more helpful to 
the parent and consequently to the child than the 
type of report card that merely states the child is 
“‘sood,’ “fair,” or “poor,” because it is more con- 
structive and less critical of failures and establishes 
better basis for helpful conference between the par- 
ent and the teacher. 


Consolidated School vs. Rural Schools 
I think it would not be out of place to submit at 


54 


this time a careful estimate of the probable cost of 
maintaining a three-room consolidated school in 
place of the four rural schools now maintained. In 
the following estimates I have omitted payment on 
principal of debt, interest on debt, and any addi- 
tional insurance cost, since these would be in the 
nature of a new investment or capital outlay and my 
purpose is to give as true a picture of annual main- 
tenance costs as possible. 


A. Comparative Cost Estimates on the 
Various Budget Items 


It is reasonable to suppose that there would be 
no difference in the following budget items: Sal- 
aries of District Officers, Truant Officer and Census, 
Administration, High School Tuition, Per Capita 
Tax, and New Equipment, since these are all admin- 
istrative or overhead costs and bear no direct rela- 
tion to the number of schools or the type of schools 
maintained. Also there should be no difference in 
the cost of the following items: Text Books, Schol- 
ars’ Supplies, Other Expenses of Instruction, Medi- 
cal Inspection, and Other Special Activities, all of 
which are dependent upon the number of pupils re- 
gardless of the number of schools and type of school. 
There remain the following items that would neces- 
sarily be affected by a change to a consolidated 
school: 

Superintendent’s Excess Salary, which depends 
in part upon the number of teachers: 
Present cost, $178.75 (4 teachers) 


Probable saving (8 teachers) about $20.00 
Teachers’ Salaries: 

Three instead of four, saving $900.00 
Janitor Service at $5 per week, additional 

cost $36.00 


Fuel, estimated at $300, additional cost $154.00 
(Janitor service and fuel are estimated on the basis 
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of the present cost in a similar new three-room 
building in New Ipswich) 
Water, Light, and Janitors’ Supplies, probably no 
change. 
Minor Repairs and Expenses, probably no change. 
Transportation estimated at $1500 instead of 


$834, additional cost $644.00 
Summary: 

Total estimated savings $920.00 

Total estimated additions $834.00 

Net saving $86.00 


B. Comparison of State Aid Allotments 


It is assumed that the following budget items 
would be approved for the same amounts whether 
we have a consolidated school or not: Textbooks, 
Scholars’ Supplies, Flags, Other Expenses of In- 
struction, Repairs, Medical Inspection, and Other 
Special Activities, because the amount approved for 
all these items is determined upon the basis of the 
number of pupils or upon the number of rooms used 
which is regarded as three in either case now that 
Lyndeboro is penalized because of the small schools 
at North Lyndeboro and Perham Corner. 

Teachers’ Salaries would be approved for $2700, 


instead of $3063, a reduction of $363.00 
Janitor Service would be approved at $180 in- 

stead of $108, an increase of $72.00 
Janitors’ Supplies would be approved at $60 

instead of $25.00, an increase of $35.00 


Fuel at $300, instead of $112, an increase of $188.00 
Transportation at $1500, instead of $834, an 


increase of $666.00 
Summary: 

Total estimated increases $961.00 

Total estimated reduction $363.00 

Net estimated increase $598.00 


This means a net increase of $598 in the estimated 
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State Aid allotment.

Education Advantages of Consolidation 


These may be briefly summarized in outline form 
as follows: 

1. The placing of children in more homogeneous 
groups—one teacher having grades one, two and 
three; another teacher grades four, five and six; and 
the third teacher having grades seven and eight, or- 
ganized as a Junior High School. 

2. A larger number of pupils in each grade 
eroup, creating greater interest because of in- 
creased competition. 

3. Teachers have time for more individual work 
and remedial work where it is needed. 

4. An advantage in selecting teachers trained 
for Primary work, or Intermediate grades or Junior 
High School, instead of each teacher having to de- 
vote her energies to all three types of grades. 

5. The social situation in each room is improved 
since the children are more nearly of the same age. 

6. Possibility of attracting and holding better 
teachers for longer periods of service. 

7. Better facilities available at reasonable cost— 
such as better lighting, heating, ventilation, and san- 
itation, indoor play space, better provision for noon 
lunches, and a larger and better equipped play- 
ground. 

8. Improved service, not only from the teachers, 
but from the school nurse, music teacher, and Super- 
intendent. 
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va Budget 
The budget estimates submitted for 1940-41 are 
based upon the assumption that the school organiza- 
tion will remain as it is and that the voters will not 
wish to close, either the Perham Corner School or 
the North School, even though the numbers are 
small, and in spite of the fact that the policy of the 
State Board in reducing the amount of state aid 
when small rural schools are kept open remains the 
same. For the year 1938-1939 the State Board ap- 
proved expenditures under state aid items to the 
amount of $4,588.78 while the actual cost under the 
same items for the same period was $5,523.48..The 
difference of $734.70 represents. fairly accurately 
the amount it is costing the taxpayers of Lyndeboro 
to maintain such small schools above what it would 
cost to transport. the children from one of those 
schools to Lyndeboro Center. | 
Taking the budget item by. item, the Sanaa 
of $25 in the estimated cost of text books is offset 
by the like increase in the cost of fuel. The $25 in- 
crease in the cost of light, together’ with the $125 
increase in the item of health supervision to provide 
for the school nurse results in a net increase of $150 
in the group of state aid.items...We estimate that 
high school tuition will be about $75 less than was 
estimated a year ago and the ‘item ‘of insurance 
does not appear in the budget this year. The total 
budget is $26.50 more than it was last year: Since 
the state aid and other estimated income is almost 
exactly the same as last year the assessment re- 
quired to meet the School Board’s budget ($6,521) 
is $23.50 more than was called for last year.
